Once a railway bridges that over and 
ebviates the rapids of those lower 
rivers there is nothing to prevent a 
traveller and freight traffic along with 
him, from making his way up and out 
hy this great artery of waterways to 
the land of the whale.” 

The Capital takes very great plea- 
sure in reproducing Mr. Oliver's ob- 
servations, Its ewn faith in the pas- 
sibilities of the Mackenzie country 
has been such that the building of the 
jine to Fort McMurray appealed to it 
as the most important railway project 
now to the fore, not only for the city 
of Edmonton, but fer Alberta as a 
whole. 

It has maintained this helief in the 
face of adverse criticism, both at home 
und abroad.

Finally by the elaboration of print- 
ed cards covering the information it 
is desired to convey to parents in the 
cases of the commoner defects from 
which pupils suffer, much clerical 
work could be obviated. 

That the congregation of children 
in the schools is an essential factor 
in the spread of-the ordinary contag- 
ious diseases has been absolutely 
proved. 

The following figures, a synopsis of 
the cases of infécious disease which 
have occurred among school children 
in Kdmonton for the twelve months 
from July, 1910, to June, 1910, bear 
ou this statement an dindicate that

The total of these cases is 317, and 
there no doubt that this number 
could have been greatly reduced had 
measures been taken to check the 
spread of the diseases in the schools 
themselves. The elaboration and ex- 
ecution of these measures will form a 
i large and most important part of the 
duties of the inspecto.r 


It is impossible for me to lay down 
more than an outline of the measures 
which should be undertaken In my 
opinion the repeated examination of 
all the pupils exposed to a case of in- 
fectious disease will form their essen- 
tial feature. Should a case of Scarlet 
Fever, for example, occur in a class 
room, the pupils in that class should 
all be considered to have been ex- 
posed and should be very carefully 
inspected every day or every other 
day for some time; the parents should 
be warned that this disease has oc- 
curred and requested to observe the 
health of their children most careful- 
ly, and if any show the least evidence 
of illness, to keep them from school 
until the ailment is clearly diagnosed, 
and in the event of severe outbreaks 
or if the disease spreads in spite of 
these measures no time should be lost 
in closing the room for a few days at 
least and having the children very 
carefully examined before readimis- 
sion. Indeed, this latter step has 
much to recommend it even when the 
disease is not considered to be of a 
serious nature. Many of the diseases 
are highly contagious at the outset 
and by a temporary isolation of those 
exposed time would be given to those 
inthe early stages to develop more 
marked and therefore more easily re- 
cognizable symptoms. 

In two of the classes which I in- 
spected, the number of pupils in at- 
tendance was reduced to nearly one 
half of the average by reason of an 
epidemic of measles. 

The limited spread cf the disease 
which was confined practically to the 
single room in the school in cach case, 
is sufficient proof that had the earliest 
cases been observed that all those ex- 
posed isolated and then examined be- 
fore being readmitted to school, the 
outbreak could have been limited to a 
few pupils and the depopulation of the 
class would not have occurred. 

In the rooms in question, the av- 
erage attendance was approximately 
go and the absentees on the occasion 
of my inspection approximately 20. 
The average length of absence from 
school from an attack of measles 
should be four weeks, and therefore 
the time lost in these two instances 
was in the neighborhood of 400 
school days. Had the whole class 
been dismissed on the occurrence of 
the first case for a period of four 
days during which time the symptoms 
of the disease would have declared 
themselves, the loss of time would 
have been 160 school days. In addi- 
tion to this there would have been lost 
by those who had already: caught the 
disease a farther period of three 
weeks. Allowing that the repressive 
asures had only resulted in cute

It is obvious therefore that no stone 
should be left unturned in our ef- 
forts to check the spread and shat the 
more loss of school time should not 
ebe taken into consideration when the 
issue at stake is of such an important

‘OF BODY ; THEY LIVE 


Baltimore Surgeon Finds Success 
in Test On Parts of Human 
Organs. 


ARESULT OF GERM STUDY 


‘Progress of Disease Can Be 
Watched Under Experiment 
Apart From Patient. 


Baltimore, Md, Oct.  24.—~—Along 
lines conceived by himself and work- 
ed out under the skillful guidance of 
John Hopkins university men who are 
at the head of the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute for Medical Research, Dr. Alexius 
Carrel has made what is proclaimed 
tc be one of the most prominent med- 
ical discoveries of the age. 

Dr. Carrel’s discovery involves a 
method for the removal from the hu- 
man body of portions of the stomach, 
blood vessels, skin, bone and practic- 
ally every other tissue, and making 
them grow at as lively a rate as they 
did in the human form to which they 
‘belonged. 

At the Rockefeller institute atten- 
ition ‘has {been ‘directed for some time 
to the science of germ cultivation, 
the development of which within the 
last few years has been a signal tri- 
mph in medicine, Dr. Carrel, whe 
‘paid much attention to the cultivation 
ofxhe germ of disease some tithe ago, 
‘began to apply himself specifically to 
the growth of ‘healthy ‘tissues of the 
human system after they had been re: 
‘moved from ‘the ‘body. 

He tried ‘his experiments with tis 
sues from the stomach, with tissues 
from the blood vessels, cartilage, and 
bone, and in the end his efforts were 
rewarded by success. He kept por- 
tions of the human ‘body alive as lons 
as three weeks after they were taken 
from the person ¢o whom they be- 
longed. ; 

The method of cultivating the living 
hody or portions of it is similar tc 
the cultivation of disease germs anc 
is by the aid of culture material with- 
in the sealed receptacles. These are 
of glass and the process and func- 
lions performed by the parts of the 
Wody, as they are developed by arti: 
ficial riecans, are carefully studied by 
she medical men, 

The true study of the living tissues 
when in the progress of disease may 
be followed and a way pointed out 
from the application of proper and 
cfiective remedies. It is believed that 
intch can be learned which will lead

Messrs. Arthur Tailyour, and J. M. 
Brown, who composed two of the par- 
ty which went north to Slave Lake in 
the latter part of June to locate s 
ranch in that district, have returned 
to the city. Mr. Tailyour, in conver- 
sation with the Capital, this afternoon 
stated that the party were much im- 
pressed with the conditions in the 
north country, 

“We are at present located at Saw- 
dridge,” said Mr. Tailyour, “but we 
haven't filed on any land yet. In the; 
meantime we have erected a couple of 
log houses and stables for the czitle. 
However, it is highly improbable that 
we will locate at Sawdridge.” 

Mr. Tailyour anounces that there 
is an abundance of hay in the dis- 
trict, there being hundreds of acres 
of blue joint grass standing four and 
five feet in height. 

In the journey north, six weeks was 
occupied. The tre], Mr Tailyour 
characterizes as wretched, there being | 
much muskeg, while in some places 
there were stumps three and four feet 
high in the middle of the trail. The 
muskeg was so bad in one place that it 


took the party cight days to haul 
three wagons twelve miles. 
“And there were several outfits 


right ahead of us in the same pre- 
dicament,” said Mr. Tailyour, .“each 
one of which contributed to an in- 
crease of che difficul y in our getting 
through.” 

“There are abundance of moose in 
the north country,’’he continued, “and 
an abundance of geese. I never saw 
so many in my life. There is also 
considerable whitefish in the lakes,” 

In the party which went north, 
there were two ladies, both of which 
survived the trip in splendid style. 
The party travelled by wagon all the 
way from Gliechen. 

In coming south Messrs. Tailyour 
and Brown accomplished the journey 
in six days by saddle horses. They 
will probably remain here until after 
Christmas, when they will return to 
the north to join'their party.

Smith, speaking for Miss 
Leneve, said that the proposition to 
which the prosecution stood com- 
mitted, was that when the murder 
was perpetrated, a murder callously 
calculated, cold blooded, hard to 
match in the annals of crime, the 
prisoner was approving of it Ethel 
Leneve, at the age of 17, had the mis- 
fortune to come across the most aan- 
gerous and most remarkable men of 
the century. Crippen was unscrupu- 
lous and dominating, fearing neither 
God nor man, yet he was a man who 
Was insinuating and attractive, if im- 
moral, She was but a schoolgirl, yet 
she had been under his influence tor 
seven years before she had been se- 
duced. The crowd had placed great 
reliance on the agitation of Miss Len- 
eve as witnessed by Mrs. Jackson. At 
that very time Mrs. Crippen was alive. 
Smith asked the jury not at attach 
any importance to Mrs. Jackson's evi- 
dence.
